Lord, sec- 
retary ot the State Bureau ot Labor Sta- 
tistics, concerning the production ol coal 
ia Illinois. HeshoKs that there are 49 
counties in tbe state where there are 
mine*; number of mines, 741; employes 
of all kinds, 25,675; number of tons mined 
in 1881, ]0,101,t<G5; aggregate value at 
mines, 813, 64,976; average value per ton 
for state at large, 8130; average price 
paid for mining per ton 82 oentc; men 
killed, 46; men hurt, 197. Tbe average 
value per ton at the mines for the state at 
large, aa computed from the estimate 
made in each locality, is for this }enr 
81.30, • Last year tbe average obtained in 
the same manner was 8146; and that for 
the preceding year was aleo SI 46 with a 
difference ot sonre remote decimals, while 
the estimates mttde by tbe TTuited States 
census officials for 1880 was 8M4 per ton. 
A similar decline is observed in the aver- 
for tbe price of mining. Lust year an 
average made up from the different prices 
paid ia all parts of the state was 90 cento 
a ton. This year a similar computation 
given an average for the state at large of 
82 cents. This of course is alike removed 
from either extreme, tbe lowest price paid 
being nominally 87J£ cents per ton, and 
the highest, $160, though by far the 
greater number of tone u mined at the 
lower rates.

Jerome Prince, of Boston, and Ohaa. 
Harness, of San Francisco, are the

strike is worth more to Georgia than 
all of her manufacturing industries, 
and that a great capital in Boston is 
waiting the result of their test to 
come at once and open the mines.

MAN FBOZBN TO DB&TH. 


Bad Sequel to a Done* Party—Billy Hal- 


lett tJta Victim. 


Billy Hallett, aged 27, was frosen to 


death this morning on his way home in a 
bob tied from • dance at Mt Auburn to 
Ni&ntio. In company with a party of six 
he loft Niantio last evening and after par- 
ticipating the dance, the Niantio young 
men rtarted for home after 12 o'clock with 
the thermometer at 21 below aero, and 
facing a cutting northwest breeze. The 
distance was 12 mile*. On the way Hal- 
lett, who was the driver of the hones, 
fell out of the sleigh, when it was first 
discovered that he was freezing. 
He 


was picked up out of the now and wrap- 
ped in blanketo and robes. He was still 
alive when the frightened party arrived 
at Niantio, and was at once placed in a 
warm bed in Lookhart'a hotel He died 
at about 6 o'clock this morning. The de- 
deceased's widowed mother, two sisters 
ind a brother lire west of Niantio. He 
baa a brother, Zieu Hallet, who resides 
near-Deoatnr. 


Several yeara ago Isaiah Hallett, the 


father of the deceased, was frozen to 
death in Calamus lake, near Niantio. His 
team got away from him, and as it was 
extremely cold he perished. 


Coroner Perl was notified of the death 


and left for Niantio this forenoon in his 
cutter. He took plenty of robes with 
him to keep out the cold. 


The Billy HaUett Inquest. 


The facts connected with the freezing of 


William A. Hallett at Niantio yesterday 
morning were given in last evening's 
issue. Coroner Perl conducted the in- 
quest at Niantio. The jurymen were Dr- 
J. H. Bice, Dr. Fans, Francis Smith, H. 
0. Danley, James T. Stein and T. B. 
Moon. The verdict was as follows:" From 
the best evidence obtainable, we find the 
deceased came to his death from exposure 
to the excessive cold in coming from Mt. 
Auburn in a sled, and further, it in onr 
opinion that his death would not have 
occurred had it not been that he was 
somewhat under the influence of liquor 
at the time, or soon after leaving Mt. 
Auburn." The evidence brought oat the 
fact that young Hallett, who was the 
driver of the bob-sled team, had been 
drinking liquor on his way home. He 
fell off the sled on the way home and was 
placed in the sled and covered with blank- 
ets. 
Arriving at Niantio Hallett was 


placed in a bed and left there. An hour 
later Dr. Bice was called to visit Hallett 
and the physician found him dead. Hal- 
lett was the support of his widowed 
mother. He was well respected and was 
considered a sober, steady young man.

THE London Timet thinks the prii* 


of wheat has gone belpw where it 
belongs;(and looks for'a^rise in.jthe 
price, and'giyes these 'aa~amongthe 
reasons for that view: "The impress- 
ions given the public about the En- 
glish crop were, he say*, of the most 
erroneous character. The proper al- 
lowance was not 'made for the'de- 
crease in acreage which has been go- 
ing on for years. There are now 
only 2,750,000 acres in wheat against 
4,000,000 acres ten yoars ago^ ' The 
threshing machines have also'reveal- 
ed that the lowest estimates given of 
this crop were much too higB, al 
though these were far below the av- 
erage of the last nineteen years. A 
large quantity of the crop has been 
used for feeding purposes, and the 
amount remaining in the hands of 
the English farmers is small. The 
gross imports of whe&t and flour 
into the United Kingdom were 6,000,- 
000 bushels less in the last quarter 
of last year than in the similar pe- 
riod of 1883, and 12 000,000 bushels 
less than in the same part of 1882. 
The quantities on passage at the end 
of 1884 were also less than at the 
same time in any of the four prece- 
ding years, being 14,592,000 bushels, 
against 17,312,000 in 1883, aud 23,- 
752,000 in 1881. 


What the census Shows 


Dr. 3. N Rnniia.ll has been investigat- 


ing Ihe IT. S. Otnsua report for 1880, and 
makes a few comparisons of interest to 
the REPUBLICAN readers. The increase 
of population In Illinois dmmg the laet 
decade waa 538,000. This ia equal to an 
annual growth of 53,000, or enough to 
equal the population of Sacgnmon county. 
The distribution of this pain in numbers 
was not snob, as to give all sections cause 
for congratulation. Almost half of the 
gain in the population for the ten years 
was in Cook county alone. Its number 
rose from 350,000 to 607,000. 
On the 


other hand the population of many coun- 
ties fell off from the count of 1870 
Among the counties that Buffered a lose 
are Brown, Hancock, Jo Da view, Knox, 
Marshall and Sobnyler. Macon county 
made a gain of 4,175 in the decade. Of 
this number all but 1.600 were added to 
Deoatur. The gain of Msoon county was 
leas than that of Fiatt. The per cent, of 
gain per annum in Msoon was IJ-a. while 
Piatt's was 3%. There were 1,187 more 
males of all ages in Macon county than 
females; 2,161 persons living in Macon 
county in 1880 were foreign born. Near- 
two-fifths of the people in Cook county 
were foreign born. The valuation in Ma- 
con county in 1880 was 89,436,000. The 
total tax was 8201,000. In making-A 
comparison of the. resources, prodnote, 
&o, of the counties of Illinois we find 
that Maooc can urge a good claim to dis- 
tinction in the natter of taxation, aa 
there are but one or two in the state in 
which the ratio between taxes and valua- 
tion is greater than in Maoon.

SQUAW'S BOOK 


The Tragic Events from Which It 


Took Its Name. 


Those who are acquainted with the 


Tipper portion of the Russian Kiver 
Valley can not have failed to remark a 
peculiarly precipitous bluff, some five 
hundred feet in height, which over- 
hangs the western bank of the stream 
at a point about "ten 
miles north of 


Cloverdale and BIX of seven from Hop- 
land or Ssnel. Those who have ridden 
in the stage from Cloverdale to Dkiah 
at the present day over the new toll- 
road running along the eastern bank 
of tha river, gain a clear view of this 
precipitous bluff while passing aver 
that portion of the road known as the 
Blue Slide—a geological freak which 
lies just opposite to Squaw's Bock, and 
hag acquired its reputation from the 
glaoier-like movement of the blue clay 
composing that portion of the river- 
ward slope, necessitating continued re- 
pairs of the roadway, and constituting 
the acutest thorn in the Bide of the 
stage drivers who ply between Clover- 
dale and Eel River. Either the driver 
or Borne fellow passenger, if you hap- 
pen to be traveling on the stage, will 
probably volunteer to give you the tral 
ditional particulars of now the Squaw's 
Rock acquired its name. These par- 
ticulars, however, are usually extremely 
meagre, and all that seems to be cer- 
tainly known about the matter is that, 
some forty years ago—before the dis- 
covery of gold, in fact, and whoa 
white settlers were few and far be- 
tween—an Indian maiden was beloved 
by a white youth, the affection being 
mutual, but distasteful to the maiden s 
tribe, who ppt every obstacle in the 
way of a union; that the maiden was, 
eventually compelled to marry a suito'rl 
chosen for her by the tribe, and that,, 
in a fit of dbspair, she threw herself, i 
like another Sappho, from the top off 
the precipice which bears her name, 
and was dashed to pieces on the bowl-! 
ders of the river's bed. This poetio 
legend might still hare remained] 
shrouded in historic vagueness had not* 
chance thrown me in the way of ob- 
taining further particulars from an au-l 
thentic source, which invested the story 
with a tragic and dramatic force which 
wag not hinted at in its original form.. 


Some years ago, while living in tha) 


neighborhood of Cloverdale, I made 
the acquaintance of an Indian of morej 
Chan ordinary intelligence, whose nat-j 
oral reticence was thawed by some ser- 
vices which I was enabled to do him, 
and whose confidence I won far enough] 
to succeed in making him anf old in aj 
disjointed manner the real history.ofj 
the occurrences from which Squaw's 
Book took its name, and which I now 
reproduce for the benefit of my readers, 
weaving the story into a more con- 
nected form than WM given me by eld 
Santiago. 


It was some time in the twenties thai* 
John Willard,, the captain of a trader, 
who brought the commodities of civil-! 
ized fife into7 Monterey, and there bar- 
tered them for hides, got tired of hia 
•eafaring life, "as many more have done- 
before and after him in California, 
married himself to a senorite with 
broad acres and fat tine, and settled. 
down into a iteady-going rancher in/ 
the valley of the Buasian River. A SOB 
was born to th«vp,air, a stalwart youth, 
whose robust, out-of-door vaqriero life 
made him both strong and' handsome.' 
It was universally conceded that Frank 
Vvillard; at the ace of twenty,'was as 
fine a specimen of a youth as could be, 
found north of the bay, or, for thah 
•tatter, south ' of it either. His free 
and generous disposition made him as 
great a favorite with the male portion 
ef the community as his good looks did 
with the female. Of course, at thaft 
ffuseeptible age it was only natural that 
be should pay particular attention to 
the latter, and as compatriots of bis 
own station were not numerous in 
those thinly settled regions, pei^.,pa it 
was but natural that he should east 
his eyes upon such females as there 
were.

(spreading hither and thither with pine 
torches and glowing firebrands in quest 
of the missing maiden. Presently a, 
'shout went up from an outlying quar- 
ter. A general rush waa made thither. 
{Just at the limits of tha rancheris 
.stood a horse, on which waa seated 
iFrarik Willard, while running towards; 
'it, and mow only a few yards away, 
appeared Benita, A second or tw»i 
more and she would have reached the 
ihorse and been iwnng into th* saddle; 
'"by the strong arm of her lover, whan, 
hapless fate! an arrow whizzed through 
the air, piercing the flank of the ani- 
mal. With a bound the spirited beast) 
leaped forward, the abrupt movement 
[throwing the poor youth out of tha 
teaddle. In an instant he waa on his 
feet, with one arm round the maiden, 
while with his revolver he covered the< 
approaching Indians. Six shots rang 
out In sharp succession, and three 
swarthy forms fell groaning to the 
ground. But what chance had the-, 
poor boy against the superior numbers 
of the now maddened barbarians?

BREAKFAST*. 


How to Got Up u> Inviting M*»»«t—«*• 


dp* for JHib Cake*. 


It is quite surprising to find, when 


you give a little time and attention to" 
the art of cookery, what dtlightfri 
dishes can be made oat of mere scraps. 
Any article of food, however costly, 
can be rendered almost uneatable by 
the want of care in the cooking; and 
almost any article, however common, 
may be made into quite a dainty by 
simply taking pains. Of nothing can 
this be more' truly said than of fish. 
Cook it badly, and it is one of the most 
tasteless, disagreeable things that can 
be placed upon a table, quite sufficient 
to spoil any one's temper as well as di- 
gestion; but cook it well, and it be- 
comes one of Hie daintiest dishes im- 
aginable. 


I often think if mothers and daugh- 


ters would pay a little more attention 
to the comforts of the table, how much 
happier some homes would be I Break- 
fast, in my estimation, is really the 
most important meal in the day—im- 
portant, I mean, as regards its effect 
upon us during the hours when we are 
all called upon to labor in some way or 
other. Nothing is more likely to upset 
a man's temper than to sit down to an 
untidy, ill-cooked meal. Let him find 
a neatly-laid cloth, with a good break- 
fast upon it, and what a difference it 
makes! 
He .will go oft' to business 


with a light heart, and in a frame of 
mind fit to surmount any difficulties 
which he may have to contend with 
during the day. 


It is quite possible for a breakfast to 


be all that I have said, and yet be very 
inexpensive. There are dozens of re- 
ceipts for breakfast dishes which cost 
jlitue more than the care and fore- 
'thought of the housekeeper. On* is 
Ithe following: 


When there baa been fresh boiled 


ifish for dinner and pieces are left over, 
[people are often at loss to know what 
Ito do with them. They do not like the 
(idea of their being wasted, and yet they 
[are not very presentable. The ordinary 
'method of serving; up cold fish is to 
.pour a little vinegar over it, with pep- 
|per and salt, and eat it as pickled fish; 
'but a nicer way la to make it into fish 
cakes. To do this, some cold potatoes 
'will be required. If there are none in 
Ithe house ready, it Ls quite worth while 
(boiling a few for the purpose. Put 
'the odda and ends of fish into a large 
basin, and carefully pick out all the 
bones and skin. Supposing there i* 
half a pound of fish, add the same 
weight of potatoes, and about two 
ounces of butter with a little pepper 
And salt. Beat all well together with 
a fork, until everything is thoroughly 
mixed, and perfectly smooth. Take a> 
small quantity at, a time, and with the 
bands, form it into a neat, fiat, round 
cake, about three-quarters of an inch 
thick. 
Let the hands be slightly 


floured, as this prevents the cakes 
from adhering to them. Have ready 
on the plate some finely sifted bread 
jorumbs, and, on another, a well-beaten 
egg. Dip the cakes, one at a time, 
lirst into the egg, then into the bread 
•crumbs. Be careful to have every part 
of the cake covered. Fry them in 
plenty of boiling fat—good beef drip- 
ping, or pure lard is the best. When 
fthey are of nice light brown color on 
one side, turn them over to brown the 
other side. Remove them from the 
frying-pan with a fish-slice, and care- 
fully drain off alT the fat; they ought to 
bo quite dry. Serve them on a very 
hot dish with a napkin spread over it. 
Five or six minutes will be required to 
-cook them sufficiently. 


Should the breakfast hour be very 


early, these cakes can be made the 
night before—all except the dipping in 
iegg and bread crumbs.—Aunt CWoe,

The best skins for kid glove*, "frn- 


.dcnce" 'win find by careful inquiry. 
come frem middle and southeastern 
.France. 
Fine seasons improve the 


quality of the skin greatly, aa the ani- 
mals are kept in the open air. In wet 
weather it is necessary to keep the kids 
housed. The confinement, if lengthy, 
causes heating, and produces fever 
spots on the skins. The animals on the 
Tyrol Mountains furnish good leather 
for men's wear. South American kids, 
being more or less wild,,their coats be- 
come scratched by contact with bushes, 
briars, etc., and are not desirable, Toe 
pelt as taken from the animal is dried; 
then, through aeries of baths, the hair 
and grease are removed and the ikia 
is cleaned thoroughly. A most difficult 
stage of the business is tanninr and 
dyeing the leathers, ae muohgkilibeJnf 
required to obtain tike requisite shade* 
and colors. This is accomplished with 
the best BBCCCM in France, aa the 
French possess the art of leather dye- 
ing to a degree not yet attained by 
other nations. In order afterward to 
make the skin soft, full and flexible, it 
is fed with—actually absorbing quite a 
quantity of—• preparation of wheat 
flour and egg yolks. Subsequently the 
parts around the neck and shoulders, 
where the skin is thickest, are shaved 
with a sharp knife to render it uniform 
in thickness throughout. The leather 
fully prepared is carefully examined 
for imperfections; perfect skins are re- 
tained, imperfect ones laid aside. The 
cutting of material for kid gloves can 
only be done by hand, each piece being 
carefully measured to allow the proper 
stretching space. The stamping which 
comprises cutting out the form of the 
glove is done by machinery rapidly, as 
three pain are usually "stamped" at 
one time. From the cutter they pass 
to the embroiderer, thence to the sewer, 
then to the button-hole maker, after- 
ward to the finisher, who binds the 
wrist, and finally to the person whoae 
business it is to pair and press them. 
The long monsqnetaire generally con- 
sumes the entire skin of one kid. Of 
ordinary gloves there are ten different 
size* for ladies—six and one fourth to 
tight; thirteen different sizes for gcn- 
tlenen—six and three fourth* to nine; 
for missus the sizes are from four and 
a half to seven and a half, and forboy* 
theoadat •!•*• rang* froaa
